Th spite of the fact that yester­ 
day’s maximum temperature ex 
ceeded that of some of the days we 
had last summer, it has been war 
mer here. Pew can remember when 
however. 
Yesterday’s summer warmth 
bound to provoke discussions, and 
some of the Old Timers will tell you 
how they sat around in their shirt 
sleeves, forty years ago, in January 
and swatted flies/ In order to re­ 
fresh their memory, B. F. Johnson, 
TJ. S. Weather Observer here, delv­ 
ed back into ancient history and aft 
er brushing the dust off the ole 
weather archives, found that we hae 
warmer weather on two different 
days since the local weather observ­ 
ing station was founded. That was 
in 1914 and 1916. 
In January, 1914, the extreme 
temperature of 69 degrees was noted, 
while January of 1916

one day when the mercury hit

Pittsburgh weather bu­ 
reau, the maximum temperature re 
corded there in the 49 year period 
prior to 1920, was 75 degrees. New 
Castle generally has a temperature 
two degrees colder, so it probably 
got up to 73 degrees here, but the 
date is not known.

In spite of the fact that yester- 


day's maximum temperature ex- 
ceeded that, of some- of the days we 
had last summer, It has been war- 
mer here. Few can remember when 
however. 


Yesterday's summer warmth is 


bound to provoke discussions, and 
some of the Old Timers will tell you 
how they ,sat around In their shirt 
sleeves, forty years ago, in January 
and swatted flics,' In order to re- 
fresh their memory, B. F. Johnson 
U. 8. Weather Observer here, delv- 
ed back Into ancient history and aft- 
er brushing the dust off the old 
weather archives, found that we had 
warmer weather on two different 
days since the local weather observ- 
ing station *as founded. That was 
in 1914 and 1916. 


In January, 1914, t'ne extreme 


temperature of 69 degrees was noted, 
while January of 1916 produced 
one day when the mercury hit 
67. 
According 
to 
the 
records 


of 
the 
Pittsburgh weather bu- 


reau, the maximum temperature re- 
corded there in the 49 year period 
prior to 1920, was 75 degrees. New, 
Castle generally has a temperature 
two degrees colder, so it probably 
got up to 73 degrees here, but the 
date Is not known.

Sngland, Wance and Italy have 
been sorely tried by a mounting levy 
of taxes and I admire the pluck dls- 
ulayed by them In. these trying 
Imcs, but we too are passing 
through difficult times, economic 
adjustment, our people are faced 
with unemployment and taxes 
which at times appear almost in- 
credible.

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WASHINGTON VICTORIOUS ONCE AGAIN 
* 
FTER being consigned to the basement, the famous painting 
of “Washington Crossing the Delaware” is again to be ex­ 
hibited in the Metropolitan Museum in New'York. 
This marks the second victory in connection wjth the Fath­ 
er of his Country within a very short time. When preparations 
for the celebration of the surrender at Yorktown were being 
made it was suggested that the actual surrender be omitted, first, 
because it might offend the susceptibilities of our British cousins 
and, secondly, because the popular conception of that great 
event was an error. In other words, Cornwallis did not personal- 
W G rin d er to Washington. But the event was staged, neverthe­ 
less, and in a manner that made it conform, as far as possible, to 
historic truth. 


N o w Washington has been victorious again in the matter of; 
the much-talked-about picture. President Coffin of the Museuitt 
says that, while the painting can not be classified as a master­ 
piece, and while it-is not an 
historical record, it has some 
justification for recognition. 
“We believe,” he says, ‘ ;t is fit­ 
ting and desirable that it should be shown during the time of the 
Washington Bicentennial, and in the Metropolitan Museum, be­ 
cause, in spite of obvious defects, it has great interest for many 
people who were accustomed to seeing copies of it in their 
school books.” There is no further need for an agitation of the 
s-.bject ; and those cities which were willing to accept the pictur* 
if it was to be discarded by New York will have to be reconciled 
to the decision. 
It goes without saying that institutions like the 
Metropolitan must have certain standards of art, but it is doubt­ 
ful if all their exhibits are technically perfect. 
As a matter of fact, a wave of patriotism is making its way 
over the United States at this time. During the last two decades 
there had been a growing disposition to be apologetic concern^ 
ing dtirselves and our history; and now the 'inevitable reaction 
has come reflects thp Inquirer of Philadelphia.

artistic excellence of 
“Washington Crossing the Delaware,” but multitudes have been 
thrilled by looking at the picture and thinking of the incident it 
seeks to portray. And, after all, Washington did cross the Dela­ 
ware, he did surprise the Hessians, and he stili remains first in 
the hearts of his countrymen.

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WASHINGTON VICTORIOUS ONCE AGAIN 


A 


FTER being consigned to the basement, the famous painting 


of "Washington Crossing the Delaware" is again to be ex- 


hibited in the Metropolitan Museum in New" York. 


This marks the second victory in connection \vjth the Fath- 


er of his Country within a very short time. When preparations 
for the celebration of the surrender at Yorktown were being 
made it was suggested that the actual surrender be omitted, first, 
because it: might offend the susceptibilities of our British cousins 
and, secondly, because the popular conception of that great 
event was an error. 
In other words, Cornwallis did not personal- 


ly surrender to Washington. But the event was staged, neverthe- 
less, arid in a manner that made it conform, as far as possible, to 
historic truth. 


Now Washington, has been victorious again in the matter of 


the much-talked-abo.it picture. President Coffin of the Museunl 
says that, while the painting can not be classified as a master- 
piece, and while it is not an exact historical record, it has some 
justification for recognition. 
"We believe," he says, "it is fit- 


ting and desirable that it should be shown during the time of the 
Washington Bicentennial, and in the Metropolitan Museum, be- 
cause, in spite of obvious defects, it has great interest for many 
people who were accustomed to seeing copies of it in their 
school books." There is no further need for an agitation of the 
s-.bject; and those cities which were willing to accept the pictura 
if it was to be discarded by New York will have to be reconciled 
to the decision. 
It goes without saying that institutions like the 


Metropolitan must have certain standards of art, but it is doubt- 
ful if all their exhibits are technically perfect. 


As a matter of fact, a wave of patriotism is making its way 


over the United States at this time. During the last two decades 
there had been a growing disposition to be apologetic concern^ 
ing dlirselves and our history; and now the'inevitable reaction 
has come reflects the Inquirer of Philadelphia.

In effect^the decrees set out that be- 
ing divorced in Nevada is important in California and Massachusetts, 
respectively, only to the extent of making the husbands and wives rte- 
fendenta In bigamy cases or in suits tor desertion by those who are not 
agreeable to the Nevada service. As such verdict was the result of a test 
case in which exactly those points were at issue, the statement that 
plenty of trouble is in the offing appears to have little exaggeration.

In comes the whole realm of 
State'* Right! once more. Some states have Individual rules for the

Republican Insurgents Fail To Imprew Country With 


Likelihood That They Will Support Any Ex- 


cept Their Begular Ticket 


Study of the fate of third party 


movements in American politics has 
convinced most commentators that 
the talk of a third party in the com- 
ing national campaign Is unlikely 
to produce tangible results. 


"It is a certainty that the next 


president will be either a Republican 
or a Democrat," declares the SOUTH 
BEND TRIBUNE, voicing the 
thought that "the radicals are de- 
riving enjoyment from the Idea that 
their opposition is feared by the 
Democratic and Republican man- 
agers," and the conclusion that 
"thus their self-esteem is fertilized 
apparently without serious damage 
to the nation." The HARRISBURG 
TELEGRAPH feels that "the wild 
talk may not be without lt» bene- 
fits," for, in the opinion of that pa- 
per, "very likely it will bring about 
wi«e concessions and useful compro- 
mises," for "the Republican leaders 
are in no position to be arbitrary."

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Efforts 
before tlie House judiciary commit­ 
tee to impeach Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon under an old stat­ 
ute in 1789 apparently hinged to­ 
day on whether Mellon’s stock own­ 
ership in some 300 corporations con­ 
stitutes “active participation” in 
commerce and trade. 
Members of the committee de­ 
clared the entire case against Mel­ 
lon appeared to be a question of 
whether the treasury secretary’s 
stock holdings were such that he 
“actively engaged” in guiding the 
corporation’s affairs. 
Patman Leads Attack 
Representative Patman of Texas, 
who impeached Mellon, charged 
Mellon and members of his family 
owned and controlled a majority of 
stock in many large corporations, 
including the Gulf Oil Company, 
the Aluminum Company of Ameri­ 
ca and the Koppers Company of 
Pittsburgh. The latter, he charged, 
had large contracts with Soviet Rus­ 
sia and that Mellon therefore had a 
financial interest in the Soviet. 
The question of. entry of convict 
or forced labor produced goods, 
Patman held, would eventually be 
decided by Mellon as secretary of 
the Treasury, under the tariff act, 
and for this reason his Koppers 
Company holdings barred him un­ 
der the old statute from holding 
the Treasury portfolio. 
Charges Denied 
Alexander W. Gregg, personal 
attorney for Mellon, told the com­ 
mittee he would concede Mellon 
had large stock holdings in the 
companies enumerated by Patman, 
but disagreed as to their extent. He 
denied Mellon owned a majority of 
the stock of either the Aluminum 
Company or the Gulf Oil Com­ 
pany. 
Patman’s contention was that 
Mellon violated the law against a 
Treasury secretary owning vessels 
engaged in foreign commerce, 
through Tis Gulf Oil holdings. -Tie 
Gulf Oil Company operates ships ' > 
foreign trade, Patman charged, and 
Gfegg conceded this point, but de 
nied the implication.

Neshannock

Art 
ranges To Pay Tuition 
Due New Castle 


Settlement by the Neshannock 
township school board for tuition of 
pupils long past^Sue is likely follow­ 
ing the meeting of the New Castle 
school board Wednesday evening in 
the administration building. 
The 
Neshannock board has offered to set­ 
tle for $7814.18, although it will take 
£ pproximately two months to make 
arrangements for getting the money. 
The New Castle board has agreed to 
accept the settlement. 
Under a former school board of Ne­ 
shannock township, no tuition was 
paid to New Castle district for pupils 
sent into the New Castle schools 
The bills piled up to sdtffran amount 
that last fall the board passed a rul­ 
ing that no pupils would be admit­ 
ted to the New Castle schools unless 
the tuition was paid from month to 
month. This virtually barred Ne 
shannock township from entering 
its pupils in the New Castle schools 
and a temporary exemption was 
granted in their case until «the open­ 
ing of the second semester of the 
present term. 
New School Board. 
At the last election a new board 
was put into office and this board 
is desirous of paying its bills and 
recently authorized a check dredton 
for $7814.16. A checkup of the fi­ 
nances revealed the fact that there 
was not sufficent money in the 
treasury to pay that amount. The 
Neshannock board now agrees to 
get the money, by bond issue if nec­ 
essary, if the New Castle board will 
permit Neshannock pupils to enter 
the schools here on the old basis 
where the township pays the bills at 
the end of the term. 
Believing that the Neshannock 
board is genuinely interested in pay­ 
ing its bills, the New Castle board 
agreed to a further two-month ex­ 
tension of the previous extension of 
time allowed. In the meantime the 
Neshannock board agrees to gel the 
money and settle back bills for tui­ 
tion.

Mcllvenny said, “it is most unfor­ 
tunate that the accident occurred 
and we regret it, but you must un­ 
derstand Mrs. McCurdy that if this 
board paid such a bill we could be 
surcharged and each member would 
be individually liable for his share.” 
“We believe the board can pay 
this bill” said Mrs. McCurdy. “I am 
here at the request of the committee 
interested in this and I have stated 
my position in the case. If the board j 
refuses to pay, there are other ways 
to act.” 
After Mrs. McCurdy had gone, Dr. 
Green explained that the McCurdy 
boy had been injured on the school 
ground and had been brought into j 
the Administration Building. At that 
time Dr. Baker was busy in another 
building and could not be reached. 
Principal A. L. Hoffmeister went 
to the phone to call the moys mother 
but the youngster protested that he | 
didn’t want to frighten his mother 
and wanted to be allowed to go home 
alone.

with pride the lengthening lile span 
which medical science has helped 
attain. Yet by negligence and Igno­ 
rance we allow more children to Idee 
their lives by accident than from! 
any other known cause. Almost as 
many infants under five die from 
I accident as from all kinds of intesti-l 
nal disorders, and far more than 
from bronchial 
pneumonia; 
and 
most of aU the babies killed by acci­ 
dent are burned or scalded to death, 
destroyed by automobiles or suffer 
dated. Of all human deaths from 
mechanical suffocation, 75 per cent 
are children under fiye and, of chil­ 
dren suffocated, 97 per Cent are 
under a year of âgé. Infants should 
be tucked away with care. Those 
mothers who bravely let the infant 
“cry it out” in the early years, should 
make sure he does not smother him­ 
self in the bed clothing. 


too much to say that some writers 
whor with a fine purpose to be kind 
and sympathetic toward children, 
have been doing more than any one 
has known to slaughter hundreds of 
children smuttily. 
If we desire to save the children 
from the hazards of the street, or 
from being consumed by fire, physi­ 
cal pain is needed to make our 
teaching effectual.

O f children age* 19 to 14, accidents 
cause more death than tuberculosis 
and heart disemes together, the two 
most destructive diseases of this 
I period. Although tuberculosis kills 
more adolescents than any other dis­ 
ease, accident» kill still more of 
I them. Then we must not overlook 
jth^ larger numbers of children left 
temporarily or permanently mental 
or physical Cripples. 
, 
Almost the s<rte cause of death by 
accident among young children is 
playing in the street, and carelessly 
crossing it. 8uch accidents are not 
most prevalent dn the way to and 
from school, but during play hours 
lout of school, Within a few thicks of 
the victim's home. Most of such 
accidental deaths could be prevented 
if parents, particularly of the intel­ 
ligentsia, believed & the use of pain 
to teach young children adequate 
! restraint; if, moreover, they taught 
the child from the day when he be- 
, eain to toddle never, until within 
Sverai months of the time he would 
enter school, to step into the street 
unaided, making the first offense, 
ana evfery oira thereafter, punishable 
immediately by bodily pain. If Pari 
eats of the upper level of intelli­ 
gence were so to train their chil­ 
dren in the early years, other par­ 
ents, seeing their good works, would 
turn in and follow tfiem.m

The damnable doctrine which in 
the past decade has swept our coun­ 
try, to the effect that children should 
be taught safety only\ by Jtositive 
suggestion, and that physical pain 
never should be employed as pun­ 
ishment, has cost many hundreds of 
lives of young children every, year, 
rendering those escaping alive and 
uninjured less likely later to avoid 
death from accident.

Prevalence 
Of Accidents 
To Children 


Dr. Myers Avers Pain Need- 


ed IK Training Young- 


ster's Training

We boast about the conquest of 


diseases among children. We note 
with pride the lengthening life span 
which medical science has helped 
attain. Yet by negligence and igno- 
rance we allow more children to lose 
their lives by Accident than from 
any other known cause. Almost as 
many infants under five die from 
accident us from all kinds of intesti- 
nal disorders, and far more than 
from bronchial 
pneumonia; 
and 


most of all the babies killed by acci- 
dent are burned or scalded to death, 
destroyed by automobiles or suffo- 
cbted. Of all human deaths from 
mechanical suffocation, 75 per cent 
are children under five and, of chil- 
dren suffocated, 97 per cent 
are 


under a year of age. Infants should 
be tucked away with care. Those 
mothers who bravely let the Infant 
"cry it out" in the early years, should 
make sure he does not smother him- 
self in the bed clothing. 


* » • 


The number of children between 


five and nine years of age destroyed 
by accident is more than twice the 
number killed by diphtheria. At this 
age range automobiles are. the chief 
cause of accidental deaths. Ranking 
next in order are burns, drowntngs, 
falling, firearms. But children of 
these ages rarely go swimming. And 
what are they doing with firearms? 


Of children ages 10 to 14, accidents 


cause more death than tuberculosis 
and heart diseases together, the two 
most destructive diseases of this 
perlcd. Although tuberculosis kills 
more adolescents than any other dis- 
ease accidents kill still more of 
them. Then we must not overlook 
the. larger numbers of children left 
temporarily or permanently mental 
or physical cripples. 


Almost ^he sole cause of death by 


accident umong young children is 
playing in the street, and carelessly 
crossing it. Such accidents are not 
most prevalent on the way to and 
from schcol, but during play hours 
out of schcol, within a few blocks of 
the victim's home. Most of such 
accidental deaths could be prevented 
if parents, particularly of the Intel- 
ligentsia, believed In the use of pain 
to teach young children adequate 
restraint; if, moreover, they taught 
the child from the day when he be- 
gain to toddle never, until within 
several months Of the time he would 
enter school, to step into the street 
unaided, making the first offense, 
and every one thereafter, punishable 
immediately by bodily pain. If par- 
ents of the upper level of Intelli- 
gence were so to train their chil- 
dren in the early years, other par- 
ents, seeing their good works, would 
turn in and follow them. 
* 
* * 


The damnable doctrine which in 


the past decade has swept our coun- 
try, to the effect that children should 
be taught safety only\ by positive 
suggestion, and that physical pain 
never should be employed as pun- 
ishment, has cost many hundreds of 
lives of young children every, year, 
rendering those escaping alive rnd 
uninjured less likely later to avoid 
death from accident. It may not be 


too much to say that some waters 
who, with a fine purpose to be kind 
and sympathetic toward children, 
nave been doing more than any one 
has known to slaughter hundreds of 
children annually. 


If we desire to save the children 


from the hazards of the street, or 
from being consumed by fire, physi- 
cal pain is needed to make our 
teaching effectual. Let us calmly 
ask ourselves, "What Is better, to 
train the young child with the aid 
of a little pain on his bare anatomy 
to stay out of the street or fireplace 
and be safe from such dangers, or 
to let his whole body be consumed 
by a conflagration or his life snuf- 
fed out by a passing motor cor?"

pending for equipment and supplies.

Bobsledding, strangely enough in 
a land dotted with roller coasters, 
Is an unknown sport to most Amer­ 
icans. It is roller coasting grown up, 
the average roller coaster being to a 
bobsled run what a game of marbles 
is to golf. 
Bobsledding takes nerve, weight, 
skill and a hair-trigger brain. For 
sheer thrill there are few sports that 
equal that of flashing around ice- 
sheeted curves at 60 miles an hour,

tremendously in character One in­ 
stance may count but little but day 
in and day out, week in and woek 
out year in and year out the child 
is building attitudes that determine 
for him henceforth what he is go­ 
ing to countms the important thing 
in life. It is out of his own ideas, 
his own valuations that he has built 
during these years that he decides 
what he will do and what he will 
not, so that it Is these attendant 
learnings that in the long-run build 
his attitudes toward life.

Following a discussion which last- 


ed for about an hour and a half, 
the New Castle School Board passed 
two motions 'Wednesday evening 
concerning the Athletic Council. One 
is that a committee will be appoint- 
ed from the board to put the Ath- 
letic Counci! back on a business 
basis, and the other Is that at the 
present time no salaries be paid 
from moneys in t"ne athletic treas- 
ury while there are bills lor equip- 
ment outstanding. 


The matter came before the board 


when President Woolcock asked for 
action on the 
monthly 
financial 


statement of the athletic council. 
This statement shows a net deficit 
of $3(177.44, exclusive of petty cash 
or salaries due. The statement 
shows $968.17 on hand les-s $11 ex- 
pense for the 
Elhvood 
basketball 


game. 


Asks Bills Be Paid 


The athletic council held a meet- 


ing on Wednesday afternoon and 
decided to ask fhe board of direc- 
tors to take over the deficit and 
4.0 pay salaries and bills due. The 
latter request brought on a discus- 
sion as to whether any salaries 
xhoujd be paid while there are bills 
pending for equipment and supplies. 


Said J. Herbert Mcllvenny, "I be- 


lieve we should pay bills due mer- 
chants before we pay salaries due. 
The salaried employes can surely 
wait until such time as the board 
can work, out a program in this mat- 
ter." 


Attorney Roy W, Hazen said, :'We 


•will have to have an opinion from 
our solicitor in this matter as to 
what we can do and I think we 
should hold up for a time in this 
matter. As to the money in hand 
it should be applied on bills for mer- 
chandise." 


A. C. Hyde: "If the board took 


over the deficit of the athletic coun- 
cil, the money would only be loaned 
and would be paid back later." 


J. H. Mcllvenny, "I would like to 


get some idea ns to how our co;;t 
of athletics compares with that of 
other cities our size.

Character Building 


Troubled mothers will be glad to 


know that there is no conscious re- 
volt of modern youth. It Is only 
because so much is happening In 
one. generation that the surge and 
stress of the younger tribe lootas 
like an active outbreak against all 
moral discipline. But we believe 
that modern psychology coupled 
with common sense and experience 
of parents and teachers wfll bring 
order out of chaos. 


Our greatest problem is to know 


how to build character which will 
steady the hands and guide 
minds of our modern youth. 


Before asking how to build char- 


acter we must know what kind of 
character we wish to have. We1 want 
to develop a character that will be 
able to adjust itself to a changing 
situation, In order to meet the com- 
plicated new problems that arise, 
in order to act intelligently as situa- 
tions present 
themselves. This 


kind of character must have three 
elements: intelligence, so that choice 
may be made wisely; the right so- 
cial disposition, so that choice will 
be made ethically, and finally the 
correlative habits to execute the 
choices that have been made intel- 
ligently and ethically. Character is 
not made and finished once for all. 
The world is changing, so we have 
to keep growing to keep up with it. 
It must have all of these qualities 
on a growing basis so that It can 
grow as increasing 
insight shall 


come, and so that it can adapt it- 
self as changes present themselves. 


Character is the habit basis of 


conduct. Then we speak of habit 
we must Include the habits of think- 
ing and of feeling, as well as habits 


of outward behavior, for it takes a 
of these to make character and the 
must be organized Into a whole 
each part of which freely and ef 
ficiently 
with each other 
part 


When we cpeak of building char 
acter habit aspects point the way 
The essence of such building 
learning. Learning is conduct tha 
has been so acquired that when the 
time comes it carries itself. 


I shall mention four elements in 


bringing about learning; first, we 
cannot learn what we do not prac- 
tice; second, we do not learn every- 
thing that we do practice: the third 
one, we may call association; the 
fourth is the ideals and attitudes 
built in connection. 


We have discussed what we mean 


by character, and the kind of char- 
acter we want. We have seen tha' 
building various elements in char- 
acter is what we wish and to so 
learn these elements that when the 
tim* comes they carry themselves 
We have seen that for such build- 
Ing the child'must practice pre- 
cisely the thing to be built. Other- 
wise he may learn not to do the 
thing rather than to do it. We have 
also seen that whenever we deal 
with a child,he Is learning a host 
of attendant things, Ideals and at- 
dtudes, which in the end count 
iremendously in Character One in- 
stance may count but little but day 
in and day out, week In and week 
out, year in and year out, the child 
is building attitudes that determine 
'or him henceforth what he is go- 
ng to count «s the Important thing 
n life. It is out of his own ideas, 
his own valuations that he has built 
during these years that he decides 
what he will do and what he will 
not, so that it is these attendant 
earnings that in the long-run build 
his attitudes toward life. This is 
perhaps the most important single 
element in the whole of character 
building.
